wrote a letter which he hanged over 
to Vidal for use “if anything happens 
to me.” He also gave Vida’ some 
manuscripts. 

The announcement of an anonymous 
taxicab suicide later aroused Vidal's 
suspicion. He opened the letter and 
feund it was written to Madame Dau- 
aet. 

Asks Mother’s Pardon. 

A facsimile reproduction of the let- 
ter is printed as follows: 

“My Dear Mother: Pardon the im- 
mense grief I am causing you, but I 
have been an anarchist for a long 
time without daring to say so. Now 
my cause summons me, I believe it is 
my duty to do what I am doing. Il 
love you dearly. Kiss the youngsters 
for me. Philippe.” 

This morning’s L’Action Francaise 
does not deny that the letter is in 
handwriting, but declares 
it needs verification and an investi- 
cation of the circumstances under 
which it was written, suggesting thar 
it may have been under furce. 

The manuscripts comprise 17 poems 
in free verse, entitled “Accursed Per- 
fumes,” which L’Action Francaise 
says were certainly not written by 
Philippe, but evidently by a man 
with greater education and culture. 

The remainder of Vidal’s article 
reproaches Leon Daudet for conceal- 
ing the truth that his son had be- 
come an anarchist and hushing up 
the circumstances of his death, and 
expresses sympathy for the mother. 

He Has Habit. 

According to L’Action Francaise, 

Philippe Daudet, who appeared con- 


‘siderably older than he really was, 


left home on Tuesday, November 20, 


‘for high school, and failed to return. 


The anxiety of his parents, however, 
was mitigated because ever since his 
eleventh year the boy had periodically 
disappeared, but had always returned 
weeping, explaining that he had acted 
under an obscure irresistible impulse. 
It was the announcement of the 
anonymous suicide which put the fam- 
iiv on the track of the missing son 
vho was found déad in a_ hospital. 
The father, seeing no reason to sus- 
pect murder, signed a request to the 
publie prosecutor not to have an au- 
topsy performed, naturally, he 
wished to obtain the body as soon as 
possible for burial.

New York, December 2.—Current 
activities against bucketshops posing 
as odd lot cotton houses is only a 
prelude to a campaign to rid New 
York of =ll fraudulent brokers, Ar- 
torney General Carl Sherman announ: 
ed today. Injunctions will be sought 
by him restraining firms ugainst which 
complaints are proved. 

“The recent failures of odd lot cot- 
ton houses should warn *mall traders 
in cotton in the south te take every 
precaution to know that every broker 
with which they deal are reliable and 
responsible before they trust their 
money with them,” he -«aid. 

“Reports have reached our office 
indicating that millions of detlars will 
be lost by persons of small means in 
the south who have ben induced to 
speculate in cotton in vcd lots,” said 
Deputy Attorney General Wilbur W. 
Chambers. 

“The operations of the. cotton 
bucketshops have been widespread in 
the south. 

“Taking advantage of the advancing 
market in raw cotton, these so-called 
brokers—many of whom have never 
bought or sold a bale of actual cot- 
ton in their lives—have organized a 
network of agents throughout the 
cotton belt, in which thousands of 
farmers, shopkeepers, clerks and 'a- 
borers have been caught. The head- 
quarters of these operations is New 
York, and, while in a majority of 
cases the victims have invested only 
a few hundred dollars, the business 
has been conducted on such an ex- 
tensive seale that the combined losses 
will run into the millions.”
